The Government of Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, andthe Government of the Empire of Brazil, Her Highness the Princes 
Imperial acting as Regent in the name of lis Majesty the Emperor, being desirous, for the 
benefit of the cothmerce of the two countries, to facilitate the discovery, appretiension, and 
surrender of seamen who may desert from merchant vessels of either country, on the basis of 
a full and entire reciprocity, have agreed as follows :— 

It is mutually agreed that if any seamen or apprentices, not being slaves, should desert 
from any ship belonging to a subject of either of the Coutracting Parties, evithin any 
port in the territories or in the possessions or colonies of the other Contracting Party, 
the authorities of such port and territory, possession or cclony, shall be bound to give 
every assistance in their power for the apprehension and sending on board of such deserters, 
on application to that effect being made to them by the Consul of the country to which 
the ship of the deserter may belong, or by the Deputy or representative of the Consul. 

It is understood that the preceding stipulations shall not apply to subjects of the 
country where the desertion shall take place. 

Each of the two High Contracting Parties reserves to itself the right of terminating this 
Agreement at any time, on giving to the other a year’s notice of its wish to that effect. 

In witness whercof the undersigned have sigued the present Agreement, and have 
affixed thereto the seal of their arms.

The object of 
this measure was to encourage mining enterprise by substituting, for the dila- 
tory and uncertain procedure previously in force, a system under which local 
officers can dispose of me Poa promptly and on a uniform principle. The | 
considerations, which induced the Lieutenant-Governor to make regulations as to © 
the epee: | operations of inspecting, apply with equal force to concessions 
for the exercise of mining rights, and the Lieutenant-Governor is 
accordingly pleased to-issue the orders embodied in the rules printed below for 
the grant of leases to mine for mica in the districts of Gya and Hazaribagh. 
These are the only mines at present known to exist in these Provinces on 
estates the property of Government. Should applications be received for’ 
leases in respect of other metals, or in other districts, the orders of the Govern- 
ment of India will still be required in each case; but the recommendations of 
this Government will be framed with regard to the rules now published. 

2. Itmay be noticed, for the information of thoge concerned, that the mica 
found in Hazaribagh and Gya on Goverament estates occurs irregularly and pre- 
cariously in a coarse variety of granite, Its presence in plates of the size and 
colour required can be ascertained only after careful examination and experi- 
ment by way of prospecting. In Hazaribagh the mineral is known to exist 
in the Koderma reserved forest, which is 38 square miles in area, and also in 
tracts adjoining that reserve. Seventy mines or plots, aggregating 15 acres

Resovvtion —In future, State’ messages may “be classed as “ urgent,” “ ordinary,” or 
 deferred,’’ at the discretion of the sender, 
2. Without laying down any precise rules for the classification of tele , the 
following general principles are prescribed for the guidance of officers, who should also bear 
in mind the necessity for keeping the expenditure as low as possible : 


(1) When it ix not necessary that a reply (by post or wire) should be despatched 
within office hours of the same day, the message should be sent “ deferred.” 
(2) When it is considered essential that a- reply should be sent the same day, the 
message should be sent “ ordinary.” 
(8) “ Urgent” messages should be used only— 
. (a) in cases of real emergency ; 

(6) in cases where the despatching officer knows that the line is for any 
reason blocked, and considers his message sufficieutly important to 
take precedence of ordinary traffic. 

(4) Telegrams should, except when extreme precision is important, be expressed in 
as few words as are consistent with clearly conveying the intended meaning ; 
and mere auxiliary or connective words, which can obviously be filled in by 

* the receiver, should be omitted, 

3. As regards the check over expenditure, the Government of India, after consideration 
of the various opinions which have been expressed, does not consider it necessary to prescribe 
avy further check than that of the ordinary controlling authority, who may at any time call 

“upon a subordinate to justify any apparently large expenditure upon telegrams, The Goveru- 
ment of India, however, invites the atteution of Local Governments to the desirability ot 
including telegraph charges within the contract system of contingencies as the best means of 
preventing extravagance’and abuse of the discretion regarding classification conferred by 
these orders,

All suck 
notices shall be duted and numbered as received. 

4. Atordipary mevtings the budiness shall be transacted in the following order, unless
